Breeders associations, governments 
and individuals are beginning to re-| 
alize that a reasonable profit can only | 
be realized by breeding and feeding 
the best livestock. One man I know 
in the Swan River district who has 
been using good Shorthorn bulls for 
years realized on his grade cattle last 
fall $28.00 more per head than the 
average price paid for cattle of the 
same age and from the same district, 
It does not need many demonstrations 
of this sort to convince, 

There are some things that we as 
Shorthorn Breeders should keep in 
mind. There were more Shorthorn 
cattle registered in the National Live- 
stock Records last year than all other 
breeds combined and it is desirable 
that we should retain this lead. In 
order to do so every man. breeding: 
Shorthorn cattle should raise as gool 
cattle as possible. Good cattle can 
only be produced by liberal feeding 
which is especially true to young 
stock. Unless calves are well devel- 
oped there can not be good cattle. and 
those who have been breeders in live- 
stork inuprovement have realized this, 
Serub care will make scrubs of :ro0d 
enttle. Can’t you take good care of 
your calves and make a good show 
at your local fair at least? I think | 
breeders should realize that a vood 
exhibit of your favorites at the fairs 
slways hus an influence on the man, 
who has as yet not decided which 
breed to tie to. If you take reason- | 
ably good care of your young things 
they will develop into better cattle 
than if they have not been well cared 
for and they will always be ready for 
vale. If calves are running out and 
a ereep is provided so they can have 
all the oats they want, shade, water 
and salt available they will come 
along splendidly. I have found in my 
own experience that I got splendid 
results from sowing oats and barley 
for pasture and letting cattle have 
access to this as soon as it gets about 
six or cight inches high. This keeps 
up the flow of milk and makes the 
calves thrive. They should not, how- 
ever, be allowed on this all the time 
and should have grass to supplement. 

We need caitle in good condition for 
sales as conditions warrant and if 
breeders would prepare something 
good so that a supply would be avail- 
able I think we could accomplish a 
wonderful amount of extension work. 
In order to advertise the breed, the 
Association and yourself favorably, 
only animals that are right in every 
way should be sold in these sales. Oc- 
casionally a cow or heifer that goes 
through a sale fails to measure up 
to the guarantee and this causes loss 
to both the buyer and seller and dis- 
appointment to all concerned. When 
ood clean cattle are put in these sales 
there may occasionally be disappoint- 
ment in the price realized but it will 
surely prove a good thing to the sell- 
er in the end and anyone who takes 
udvantage of these opportunities to 
assogiate with his fellow breeders 
will no doubt profit by it. Every ani- 
mal that goes through a public sale 
in poor condition helps to lower the 
uverage of the sale, proves a dis- 
appointment to the breeder, the asso- 
ciation and proves a bad advertise- 
ment f»> the contributor. 

Prof. Day, Guelph, has a lot of 
literature for distribution and this 
contains some very interesting facts 
Won't you send in a list of the men 
in your district who might have an 
idea of buying Pure Bred cattle? 
Copies will be mailed to those on your 
list and I know one of the instances 
at least where a man who received 
these pamphlets bought three cows 
and a bull from one of his neighbors 
as a direct result, These are also 
some men starting in Shorthorns in 
your district who are not yet mem- 
bers of the Association. It would 
strengthen the Association and be of 
advantage to these men to belong. 
The herd book, the Shorthorn Annual 
and the reduced rates for registration 
are all advantages that come to the 
members and are worth while. Send 
a list to these men, 

Do you know of any good grade 
calves, a good age for Boys’ and Girls’ 
Calf Feeding Contests? Take a look 
avound and notify me so I may assist 
boys in getting good ones to feed. No 
boy can make much of a showing with 
a poor calf and a lot of poor calves 
are not much of an advertisement for 
the breed. Won’t you do the best you 
can in this respect? 

Breeders may feel that as the As- 
sociation has appointed a Fieldman 
that he will look after the Associa- 
tion’s interests, I shall be glad to do 
all I can but I feel that unless breed 
ers boost I will not be able to ac- 
complish very much, Join the prov- 
incial Shorthorn Association.

Stock Report: 


EDMONTON, June 1.—(Depart- | 
ment of Agriculture.)—The crop | 
situation over the past fortnichtly 


period is marked by two outsanding | 
features—-favorable moisture condi- | 
tions throughout the province and | 
rapid progress towards the completion 
of seeding. Light showers have kept | 
the under supply of moisture moving 
up to the roots of the crop but not 
heavy enough to check seeding. Horse 
and machine power are proving about 
adequate to needs. Good labor is 
rather scarce. The reduction in total 
crop area is almost hegligible subject 
to possible reduction ‘n ripe grain] 
and larger supply of green feed on 
account of lateness of season. Wheat 
acreage is reduced ten per cent for the 
province, oat and barley acreage in-! 
creased in Southern Alberta but not | 
much increase in centre and north. | 

Regular wheat seeding completed 
a weck ago except for small belated 
areas. Oats and barley sixty per cent | 
completed in Southern Alberta but 
only thirty per cent in Peace Rive: 
country. Progress of crop not yet 
rapid on account of cool weather but 
wheat is nearly all through and well 
rooted. Rye is excellent. The general 
lateness of the season and high winds | 
over a small area are the only Jimit- | 
ing conditions to good results. Some | 


soil blowing has occurred at certain | , 


points in the south but prospects have | 
improved since last erport and on the} 
whole are excellent. j 
Grass on the prairie is the best in! 
years. Stock losses are over. Loose 
horse stock already considerably im- 
proved and cattle stock beginning to} 
fill. Sheep are doing well but the 
lamb crop is not heavy. Pig stock is} 
in the worst situation of any. Over 
sixty per cent of sows that should 
litter this spring were sent to the 
packing plants last fall. The pork 
output this year promises to be light.
